H e assailed Wallace as an 
unlawful trespasser on liis grounds, 
and told him to get aw ay from there 
or lie would run liis pitchfork through 
him. 
Wallace retreated and Thom p­ 
son followed, still menacing with his 
pitchfork. 
The former found th a t liis 
pursuer was gaining on him, and be­ 
lieving lie would impale him ¡if lie 
overtook him,brusquely turned around 
and told Thompson lie would shoot 
him if he approached any nearer. But 
tlie latter paid no attention to tlie 
warning, and as lie came up Wallace 
leveled his six-shooter, 
and tired.
